IFIREMEN ASK 
RETURN TO JOB. 


Winnipeg Striving to Keep 
Employees from Strike. 


Policemen Must Swear not to 
Join Sympathizers. 


Citizens to Clean 
Streets and Alleys. 


[BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE. ] 
WINNIPEG (Man.) 


Municipal machinery to remove 
city departments from the grip of 
the sympathetic strike which is be- 
ginning its third week worked at 
high speed today. 

Announcements were made at the 
City Hall that a number of regular 
firemen who joined the general 
strike, May 15, had applied for re- 
instatement and that the city police 
force would be removed from the 
control of the central strike com- 
mittee tomorrow. The Policemen’s 
Union voted to strike, but it was 
announced at the outset of the gen- 
eral strike by union leaders that 
the patrolmen were ordered by 
them to remain on duty for the 
present. 

The action of the Police Com- 

mission today was consideredthe most 
aggressive thus far taken by the 
city. Fach member of the force de- 
siring to be permanently retained 
must sign in triplicate a new oath, 
that he will not join any sympa- 
thetic strike movement in the fu- 
ture, and that he will give entire 
allegiance to the city of Winnipeg. 
The Police Commission's attitude 
wa referred to by city officials as a 
direct challenge to the labor leaders 
for a showdown. 
Clerks in city departments were 
kept busy today, enrolling appli- 
cants. for positions vacated by em- 
ployees on strike. A number of ap- 
plicants are returned soldiers. 

CITIZENS VOLUNTEER. 
Members of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee completed arrangements for a 
city-wide clean-up campaign to- 
morrow. Business men have prom- 
ised to work with other citizen vol- 
unteers in cleaning alleys and 
streets and hauling garbage to the 
dumps. Other members of the com- 
mittee have promised to assist in op- 
erating street cars if service is at- 
tempted tomorrow. 

“We expect to have the cars in 
operation by Saturday, if we do not 
put through our complete pro- 
gramme tomorrow,” said Mayor 
Charles F. Gray. 

A dispatch from Ottawa, late to- 
day, announced the new civil service 
bill will include substantial in- 
creases for some branches, and that 
no employee will receive a decrease 
in pay The places cf Winnipeg 
clerks who quit work have been 
filled, Postmaster P. C. McIntyre 
announced. 

More than 170 permanent em- 
ployees were at work in the post- 
office today,” said McIntyre.

ECLIPSE OF SUN TO BE 
SEEN FROM AIRPLANE. 


AMHERST COLLEGE PROFESSOR 
TO TAKE OB ATIONS 
FROM HIGH E. 
DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—Secre- 
tary Daniels announced today that 
the naval aviation service is co-op- 
erating with Prof. David Todd of 
Amherst College, in the first known 
attempt to observe an eclipse of the 


sun from an airplane, flying at ex- 
trerhe altitudes. The expedition, of 
which Prof. Todd is the head, is} 
based off the coast of South Amert- 
ca on the steamship Elinor, and a 
series of photographs of the eclipse, 
which occurs today, will be taken 
from a navy seaplane of the N type. 
Pnsigen G. L. Richard, U.. N. 
R. F., and Machinists’ Mates A. D. 
Hollington, J. P. Briggs and C. O. 
Leonard will operate the big sea- 
plane, with Prof. Todd and a pho- 
tographer as passengers. All mate- 
rial necessary to the extensive flying 
operations involved, including the 
seaplane N-9, equipped with a 150- 
horse-power Hispano-Suiza motor, 
were furnished by the Navy Depart- 
ment. The N-9 was taken to south 
ern watérs on the Elinor from the 
naval fiying station at Rockaway 
Beach, N. 1. A series of photo- 
graphs of the various stages of the 
eclipse will be taken from the high- 
est altitude obtainable, as well as 
from all other altitudes practicable. 
Naval aviation officers, as well as 
scientists throughout the country, 
are greatly interested in the expert- 
that much 
valuable data win be obtained. 
American and British radio stations 
are conducting a series of experi- 
ments in signals conducted across 
the zone of the shadow during the 
eclipse, the purpose being to record 
facts affecting radio telegraphy. 

The first airplane to make a 
flight across the Atlantic, the NC-.

TO HALT REPEAL 


| OF LUXURY TAX. 


Increasing Prospect. of Deficit 
of Five Billions, 
Look to Soft Drink and. Ice 
Cream for Big Return. 


Less Tax on Business, More 
on Incomes, is Urged. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—On_ac- 
count of the increasing prospect of 
a deficit of $5,000,000,000 or more 
in government revenue required to 
meet war expenses inthe next 
year, Republican members of the 
House Committee on Ways and 
Means decided today to halt the 
move to repeal all the luxury taxes 
in the War Revenue Act. 

In accordance with this decision, 
the only taxes repealed will be those 
on the higher priced wearing apparel 
and articles for personal use em- 
breed in section 904 of the act, the 
bill to repeal which ig now pending 
in the House with a favorable re- 
port from the Ways and Means 
Committee. It is expected to be 
passed by both houses shortly, but 
in view of the increasing deficit, 
even this repeal would not have 
heen proposed were it not for the 
fact that both houses agreed to 
strike out these taxes in the last 
seasion, but failed to do so aa & 
result of parliamentary difficulties. 

SOFT DRINKS TAX STICKS. 

The decision today means that the 
taxes on soft drinks, ice cream, cos- 
meétics, furs and other luxuries will 
remain in force indefinitely. A large 
revenue is expected from the tax on 
seft drinks, particularly after the 
country goes bone dry on July 1. 

Reports, however, that the gov- 
ernment is not réceiving the full 
revenue from the tax on soft drinks 
and icé cream have caused the com- 
mittee to undertake to devise a 
change in the collection (process. 
Two proposals are under consider- 
ation. One is the fmposition of a 
straight tax of 12 or 13 per cent. on 
the aggregate soda fountain receipts, 
The other is the sale of revenue 
stamps of the demonations of the 
present taxes which stamps would 
be affixed to soda-fountain checks.

TO COME BACK TO u. s. 


AMERICANS TEMPORARILY W 
TERRITORY WILD BE RE- 


(BY A. P. DAY WIRE) 

CHICAGO, May 29.—Americans 
temporarily resident in enemy ter- 
ritory during the war will have t- 
tle difficulty in having their property 
returned to them under the new 
conditions following the signing of 
the armistice, Atty.-Gen. Palmer to- 
day told the Chicago Bar Assdcia- 
tion, discussing the work of the Alien 
Property Custedian’s office. * 

“When thé enemy character o 
persons rests solely upon their resi- 
dence, fit will be seen that by change 
of residence into nonenemy terri- 
tory they lose their enemy charac- 
ter. The Attorney-General has adopt- 
ed a liberal interpretation of the act. 
which permits such persons when 
they lose their enemy character to 
be treated as if they. had always 
been nonenemy persons, and to have 
their property returned upon a prop- 
er showing of loyalty.” 

American citizens who lost ‘their 
property in Germany will be allowed, 
in the opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, to present claims to this’ gov- 
ernment, which will see that they 
are reimbursed from German hold- 
ings here. He said that would be 
much better than turning property 
back to Germans, for he foresaw that 
the Germans would not be welcome 
as business men upon American soil 
within the next decade at least.

This is a portion of a statement 
which the Board of Public Works 
yesterday sent the Council regard- 
ing a controversy between the de- 
partment and the fire 
over the payment of a bill for street 
repairs.

DOLLARS AND CENTS 
SHOW SCHOOL VALUE. 


FIGURES SHOW EARNINGS FOR 
BOYS WHO FINISHED AND. 
WHO QUIT EARLY. 


r 

WASHINGTON, May 7. — The 
value of staying at school is stated 
in dollars and cents in figures com- 
piled by the Bureau of Education 
and now being distribyted to boys 
and girls throughout the country by 
the Children’s Bureau. 

From a study of a large number 
of actual cases, it has been found 
that at 25 years of age the boy who 
remained in school until he was 18 


had received $2000 more salary than 
the boy who left school at 14, and 
that the better educated youth was 
then receiving more than 3900 a 
year more in pay. 

“This is equivalent to an invest- 
ment of $18,000 at 5 per cent.,“ the 
statement said. Can a boy increase 
his capital as fast in any other 
way? 

“From this time on the salary of 
the better educated boy will rise stil! 
more rapidly, while the earnings of 
the boy who left school at 14 will 
increase but little.” 

While wages have increased with 
the. war, the proportions shown in 
a table of weekly earning still hold 
true, the statement said. The boy 
who left school at 14 at the time 
the investigation was made received 
an average of $4 a week, his wages 
increasing each year to $7 a week 
at 18. The boy who remained in 
school until he was 18 began work 
at $10 a week. At 20 the salaries 
were $9.50 a week for the boy who 
left school early and $15 for his 
better trained competitor. At 25 
they were earning $12.75 and $31, 
respectively, and total wages up to 
that time had been $5112.50 and 
7337.50, so that the boy who re- 
mained in school had earned near- 
ly 50 per cent. more in eight years 
than the other lad in twelve years. 
“Children should stay in school 
as long as possible, because educa- 
tion means better jobs,” the Chil- 
dren's Bureau urges. “Boys and 
girls who go to work at the end of 
grammar school rarely set good 
jobs. The work they find to do is 
usually unskilled; it offers little 
training or chance for advancement. 
When they are older they find they 
are stili untrained for the skilled 
work which offers a future. Educa- 
tion means higher wages. 

“Many boys and girls when they 
leave school find work that offers a. 
high wage for a beginner. But these 
wages seldom grow, because the 
work revuires no training. 

“A position with a future and 
steadily increasing wages requires 
scho | training. 
“Does it pay to continue your 
studies” Education means a suc- 
cessful and useful life; it pays the 
ina:vidual. Education means em- 
cient workers; it pays the nation. 
Show this to your parents and ask 
them what they think abort it. Stay 
in school!”

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Promo- 
tion by selection for officers of the 
peace-time army through a system 
even more radical than that now 
effective in the navy, is under con- 
sideration by Secretary Baker with 
a View to incorporation in the army 


bill to be presented to the present 
Congress. 

The plan is practically ready for 
adoption as soon as it has been given 
legislative approval. 

Special boards will submit to 
Gen. March recommendations for 


final classification of all officers in 
the Regular Army. 
Officers will be listed in three 


classes: First, those found qualified 
for higher rank regardless of their 
position on the permanent lineal 
list; second, those qualified for pro- 
motion because of seniority, and. in 
the final category, officers disquali- 
fled as a result of low grades on 
their efficiency records. 

Officers in the first class would be 
jumped into higher positions over 
the heads of any number of sentors 
in the other classes, and officers in 
the second class also would be pro- 
moted to -the higher rank for 
which they are qualified. The third 
list would 838 those who, in the 
opinion of the department, should 
be eliminated. 

The proposal that promotions in 
the army be bv selection is re- 
garded as the only important per- 
sonnel feature which the War De- 
partment will attempt to insert in 
the new bill. However, it is consid- 
ered certain the bill . will include 
provisions designed to perpetuate 
new organizations which have 
grown out of the experience of the 
great war.

STEAMER’S CREW TELL 
OF HAWKER’S RESCUE. 


CAPTAIN OF MARY DOUBTS IF} ° 
BOAT COULD HAVE BEEN 
LAUNCHED LATER. 


[BY CARLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 
HORSENS (Denmark) May 29. 
~The Danish steamer Mary, which 
rescued Harry G. Hawker and Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Grieve in mid- 
Atlantic on May 19, when they were 


compelled to descend during their 
attempt to fiv from Newfoundland 
to Ireland, arrived here early to- 
day. Capt. Dunn ang his mates 
told of the rescue of the aviator. 
Second Mate Hoey, had the wafch 
with Seaman Schwartz at the helm 
when at 6 o'clock on the morning 
of Monday, May 19, they sichted 
the afrplane, which came down into 
the seas off the bow of the ship. 
Hoey and Schwartz immediately 
prepared to launch a boat and, with 
First Mate Schubert, Seaman: Fred 
Jensen and Chriettan Larsen, the 
ship’s carpenter, they set out for the 
airplane The crew of the Mary had 
considerable difficulty in launching 
a boat and Capt. Duhn said he 
doubted whether it would have been 
possible to do so had the airplane 
appeared an hour later than it did. 
Hawker and Grieve were greatly 
exhausted after the rescue, the cap- 
tam said, so much so that they 
declined food in order to obtain 
sleep. Captain Duhn declared the 
‘aviators naturally were upset be- 
cause the Mary had no wireless and 
were unable to inform their 
relatives that they were safe. The 
captain said that Hawker also was 
somewhat disappotnted because he 
was unable to salvage the airplane 
that he might 8 definitely 


the reason why he faile 
“When I came on the bridge,” 
Capt. Duhn said, “the machine 


had already aliehted on the water. 
The airmen told us that before com- 
ing down they had dropped rockets, 
but we did not see them. The work 
of saving the airmen was pretty 
difficult, because it was blowing very 
hard. Hawker and Grieve were in 
water up to their waists. but their 
water-tight suits kept them dry.” 

Asked whether the crew of the 
lifeboat was in serious danger in 
the rescue, the captafh re- 
plie 

J will not say serious danger, 
but as I said, it was a rather dit- 
fieult hour before they sueceeded 
in reaching the airmen. 

“All the airmen wanted to do was 
sleep. They told us that from the 
very start they realized everything 
was not quite in order but that they 
had comforted themelves with the 
ho that later they would get the 
right effect from thefr motor. The 
defect however, became more and 
more apparent and the speed of the 
motor steadily lessened. 

“They were very pleasant fellows 
and we were the best of friends with 
them. When they had had their 
sleep out and got a good meal 
with a Shas of schnapps they were 
all right.” *

PARIS, March 20.—How the | 
newspapers of the world got word- 
for-word proceedings of the Peace 
Conference will make a great story 
—considering the magnitude of the 
conference and the diasimilarity m 
language in which the rearrange- 
ment of the world’s afairs is being 
conducted—when the time comes 
that it can be completely told. 

The technical workings of a fe- 
cent session of the Peace Conference 
is minutely described by the Paris 
edition of the London Daily Mail as 
follows: 


“The official report of Saturday's 
conference was easily a record for 
government reporting. 


“Each of the great powers had 
three official note-takers and a full 
report of the proceedings was ready 
for dispatch within two hours of the 
end of the conference. 

“The British staff included one 
Man and three women ander t 
direction of Mr. Svlvester, special 
shorthand clerk to Sir Maurice Hane 
key and one of the swiftest stenoge 
raphers and typiste known in Enge 
land. The two women belo to the 
war cabinet secretariat at wning 
street and are record note-takers. 

“The report was taken in 8 
minute turns and Roneo 
were taken at once and 2 
With the American report before 


Saturday's report was an enpert⸗ 
ment, but it was so successful that 
it is sure to be continued, as full 
reports of the speeches were 
throughout the world within an hour 
of the completion of the report. The 
work was done in a room upstairs 
‘at the Quai d'Orsay. 

“The French official reporters 
made an experiment with a me- 
chanical shorthand writer, on which 
the speeches were typed during de- 
| livery by a new system of abbrevia- 
tion. All the official reports were 
taken independently, and the Brit- 
ish and American were compared 
before issue.

“The American reporting staff all 
used mimeograph machines writing 
on stencil, taking an impression on 
wax, and producing 126 copies. 

“The whole report of over a hun- 
dred thousand words wha ready for 
the press within an hour and three« 
quarters of the end of the confer 
ence, and it is hoped to improve en 
this record at the next meeting.”

CHERRIES ARE RIPE 
AND PRUNES OF GOLD 


How would you Uke to have a car- 
load of California cherries growing 
in your backyard? 

If you would like it and if they 
could be picked in time to lead the 
market they would net you approxi- 
mately $8000. That's about what 
the first 1919 car brought on the 
eastern market. 

Of course at prices like that the 
Los Angeles housewife is not likely 
to put away very many jars of the 
luscious fruit, but there is plenty 
more where the $8000 £»beauties 


enough to preserve before long. Not 
so cheap as before the war, but 
nothing ts as cheap as before the 
war except German helmets. The 
cherries this year are large and well 
flavored, and are coming into thea 
local market in good condition. 

Output of other deciduous fruits 
this season is large. This brings us 
to prunes. Prunes have been a real 
luxury for more than a year. At the 
prevailing prices they have long 
since ceased to be a joke, and only 
the most expensive boarding houses 
have served the native fruit, and 
then only in carefully counted por- 
tions. is season the trees are 
said to “groaning.” This. means 
that prunes will be cheaper, but they 
will not be cheap in the old sense 
of the term, for there are no stocks 
on hand anywhere in the world, and 
the public is literally crying for 
prunes and, the dealers argue, peo- 
le are more or less used to a higher 


| gardiess of capacity. He has aimost 


of this year’s production, but it is 
known that there are 10,000,000 
bearing trees in California, and that 
the trees produce on an average of 
twenty-five pounds of fruit each. 
This would mean a gross return of 
$25,000,000. 
No wonder the growers smile. 


PRICE FIXING AS AN 
APPLIED SCIENCE. 


Sugar remaing high, but it is not 
scarce. Here again we will soon be 
fact to face with the immutable law 
of supply and demand. The old price 
of sugar was around $65 per hundred- 
weight. The present price is around 
$10, but if more sugar is offered at 
that figure than can be absorbed the 
price will come down just as surely 
as the working out of any other 
applied science. This will apply to a 
long list of commodities which so 
far have shown no disposition to 
toboggan. 

We have been running, to a large 
extent, upon momentum gathered 
because of the abnormal conditions 
prevailing during he war. The mo- 
mentum is now lessening and we 
must look to the natural and normal 
engines of propulsion. This brings us 
back in our swing around the cir- 
cle to supply and demand, and in 
spite of the protestations of many; 
in spite of the actual increase in the 
price of some things, and in spite 
of government statistics which 
showed an actual gross increase of 
1 per cent. in the cost of living for 
the montn of April, we are bound 
to place our reliance in natural laws 
which are inevitably pointing to low- 


er prices.

EMBLAZONING WAR 
RECORD OF HEROES. 


BRONZE TABLET DEDICATED BY 
LOS ANGELES TRUST AND 
SAVINGS BANK. 


With a ceremony appropriate to 
the spirit of the occasion, a bronze 
tablet commemorating the part 
played by its employees in the great 
war was dedicated at the Los An- 
geles Trust and Savings Bank yes- 
terday. 

The dedicatory ceremony was 
simple but inspired by the realiza- 
tion of the ideals of service and 
patriotism which the thirty-eight of 
the bank's employees, whose names 
appeared on the tablet, represented. 
The tablet was given a place on one 
of the marble columns in the bank 
fvyer, and will remain a permanent 
record of the bank employees’ part 
in the war. 

Most of these men were present 
when the bronze tablet was put in 
place. The dedication address was 
delivered by ex-Judge William R. 
Hervey, vice-president of the insti- 
tution, and head of its trust depart- 
ment. 

All but a very few of them who 
took part in the struggle for the 
world’s freedom, overseas or in the 
various branches of the service in 
this country, have returned and are 
at their old places in the bank or- 
ganization.

DONE, WINNIPEG! 

Industrial Bolshevism has challenged 
law and order in several Canadian cities 
and a number of strikes, sympathetic and 
otherwise, are in progress. Associated 
Press dispatches relate that a Citizens’ Com- 
mittee has taken up the cause of law and 
order in Winnipeg, one of the storm cen- 
ters, and that the Bolshevist sympathizers 
are being worsted. The situation has been 
complicated, however, because a number of 
public utilities in Winnipeg and vicinity 
were owned and operated either by the 
municipality or the state; and the munic 
ipal and Federal employees are nearly all 
out on strike. 

A dispatch from Winnipeg, dated May 26, 
recounts that “The plan of collective bar- 
gaining submitted by the Central Strike 
Committee as a basis for settlement of the 
general strike was formally rejected this 
afternoon by the Winnipeg Citizens’ Com- 
mittee. Its action was formally approved 
by Gideon Robertson, Federal Minister of 
Labor, who denounced the labor plan as a 
scheme to put a few labor leaders in con- 
trol of Winnipeg industry.” 

Judging from the tenor of this dispatch 
the free citizens of Winnipeg are not going

The Huns had hoped to get the Allied peo- 
ples quarreling among themselves and, pos- 
sibly, to side with one group against the 
other. Her appeals to the “justice” of Amer- 
ica and to the labor organizations of Great 
Britain have resulted oniy in a rapid con- 
centration of Allied forces and war mate- 
rials at the bridgeheads along the Rhine. . 
While it is but remotely possible that 
Germany will persist in her professed de- 
termination to ‘sign no peace treaty that 
is not to her liking, the Allies are taking no 
chances on diplomatic delays that might 


“give to Germany an oppertunity to arm for 
further defense. 


The French, British and 
American commanders on the Rhine were 
in conference yesterday, and the cables 
say that Allied troops on the east bank 
are in position to make a whirlwind dash 
for Berlin any time the armistice is ter- 
minated. 

These precautionary measures have al- 


ready had an appreciable effect on the Ger- 


man people. The populations of the occu- 
Pied territory are demanding of the Berlin 
government that it conclude an immediate 
peace; they are making plain that they will 
not take part in any campaign against the 


| Allies, and the nucleus has already been 


the military party should gain the upper 
hand in Berlin and the government should 
reject the peace terms, the Rhine provinces 
will act independently. In fact, most of the 
residents of the occupied territory would 
welcome an opportunity to throw off the 
German yoke. They know the amount of 
reparatory indemnities that Germany will 
have to pay; they know something of the 
German war debt; and they would grasp a 
pretext to get out from under both. Living 
uncer the German eagles is not worth the 
tax burden such sovereignty entails. 

The Times has not wavered in its belief 
that the Germans will sign the peace treaty 
practically as it was drafted by the Paris 
conference; but it looks with favor on the 
precautionary moves made by the Allies to 
guard against German treachery. There is 
an element of cupidity in all German poll- 
tles; treachery is the favorite Hun weapon, 
and when he shouts about patriotism and 
the fatherland he puts his affection largelv 
on a mark basis. If Germany can make 
a series of protests that will beat down the 
amount of indemnities for which she must 
admit liability the German Michel will con- 
sider it a good job; but he will not look 
with favor upon further opposition, with 
the great military fortresses in the Rhine 
Valley all occupied by the Allies. 

Germany has prepared no second line of 
defense. The Hohenzollerns risked the 


kate of the empire on the fortifications along 


the Rhine. The German strategists were 
practical men; they figured that an enemy

VALUE OF A “POKER FACE.” 

Princeton is about to send 116 graduates 
out into the world. Some of them are whim- 
sical young fellows, as would appear by 
the way they filled out questionnaires which 
asked them, among other things, what of 
most value had been received by them in 
their college course. One reflective senior 
avowed unblushingly that it was “his allow- 
ance.” For others, “checks,” “a poker face,“ 
“the art of bluffing,” “learning how to loaf 
scientifically,” were their acquisitions of 
highest worth. 

The value of no one of these can be gain- 
said, for most lives bring emergencies when 
one of them may be of the highest use. 
There are some who may be skeptical of the 
advantage of “a poker face.” Yet who can 
doubt the value on occasion of a poised, 
impassive, imperturbable countenance which 
gives no slightest hint of the hopes and 
fears it masks. 

A physiognomy under complete control is 
almost essential to a diplomat, and this 
ability to hide emotions behind a change- 
less exterior goes far to give the Japanese 
envoys the reputation of being the best- 
poised statesmen at the conference. Coun- 
tenances which light up with emotion are 
more attractive. Wooden faces are never 
winning in the usual acceptation of the 
word, But they are the winning faces in 
two at least of the exciting games of life, 
diplomacy and poker.—[Rochester Post-Ex- 
press.

The members of the organization 
have taken out 24,287 memberships 
in the Red Cross and have donated 
thousands of s dressings and 
garments. 

The usual wheat report is not pub- 
lished.

DYING GLACIERS. 


Glacier National Park has Sixty of 


To say that Glacier National Park 
is the Canadian Rockies done in 
Grand Canyon colors is to express 
a small part of a complicated fact. 
Glacier is so much less and more. 
It ig less in its exhibit of ice and 
snow. Both are dying glacial regions, 
and Glacier ig hundreds of centuries 
nearer the end; no longer can it 
display snowy ranges in August and 
long, sinuous, Alaska-like glaciers at 
any time.

BRILLIANT AUDIENCE.

The last concert for the season, 
to be given by the Los Angeles Sym- 
Phony Orchestra, took place yester- 
day afternoon at Clune’s Audito- 
rium, to an audience impressive in 
size and quality.

Shannon Says Power Issue is 
Menace to City. 


Means Higher Taxes and Huge 
New Load of Debt. 


None of Ostensible Purposes 
will be Accomplished. 


Michael F. Shannon, the attor- 
ney, issued a statement yesterday 
opposing the 
$13,500,000 in power bonds. He says: 

“We are now facing another call 
for power bonds, the fifth one, for 
an issue of $13,900,000. Should this 
be voted it will mean a bonded in- 
debtedness of $58,000,000 for Los 
Angeles, exclysive of the bonded in- 
debtedness for schools and the spe- 
cial assessment district. The bonded 
indebtedness of Los Angeles is now 
a menade to the city and a load upon 
the taxpayers. 

-“Promises which have been made 
that our taxes will be reduced if 
the bonds are voted will probably go 
the way of most political promises. 
Such promises cannot be fulfilled, 
and those who make them have no 
intention of carrying them out. Our 
taxes are being increased steadily. 
This bond issue will further increase 
them. 

“Aready we have voted too many 
bonds. We have carelessly put our 
heads in the noose and have voted 
ourselves a burden of debt that has 
already become a most serious ques- 
tion for us to solve. If thebonds are 
carried the city will own only a por- 
tion for us to solve. If the bonds are 
need. The Los Angeles Gas and Elec- 
tric Company will still be in the field 
with its street-lighting system and 
lines to private consumers. 

“The $11,000,000 Edison deal is 
interlocked with a proposal for 
$2,600,000 for aqueduct power devel- 
opment. These two distinct and dif- 
ferent propositions could have been 
and should have been separately 
stated on the ballot, 


sell power to the Edison company 
exclusively for thirty years. Thirty 
years ig a long time—10,950 days. 
By the proposed agreement I under- 
stand the city gives the Edison com- 
pany an exclusive option on all sur- 
plus power for fifteen years.
